The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach or suggest an absorbent paper towel for drying and conditioning the skin 
wherein the towel has a lotion applied to a paper web. The lotion composition on the 
paper web an oil-in-water emulsion comprises water (1 0%-75% by weight of the lotion), 
an emollient (1 %-15%), a fatty alcohol (5%-40%), an emulsifier (1%-30%), and a skin- 
conditioning component, which is glycerin (1 %-1 0%). The combination of these 
components in the percentages as an oil-in-water emulsion provides a synergistic effect 
that the prior art fails to teach or suggest.
